COUNTY council chiefs are set to 
finally unveil their preferred option 
for a massive 2,500-strong lorry park 
to ease Operation Stack - and it looks 
set to be in YOUR town. 

Yourashford can exclusively reveal a long- 
rumoured site next to the M20 between Smeeth 
and Sellindge is set to be unveiled as the venue 
for the huge truck stop. 

Confirmation is expected to be made at 11am 
today in a special announcement at Kent County 
Council’s headquarters in Maidstone. 

The site is off Church Lane, just within 
Ashford’s borders, south of the M20, near to the 
Sellindge electricity converter station, and will 
see a special slip road created off the coastbound 
carriageway. No other existing roads will be used, 
it is understood. 

It will provide 500-ovemight parking spaces for 
lorries - and, when Operation Stack rolls out, will 
cater for a further 2,000. It is hoped it will allevi¬ 
ate the burden on the motorway, which becomes 
transformed into a massive lorry park whenever 
there is a major hold-up at the Port of Dover. 

It is hoped it will also help solve the problem of 
lorries parking overnight at Ashford’s Orbital Park. 

It is estimated the process of building the park 
will take around two-and-a-half years. A plan¬ 
ning application has still to be made for the park 
and the land has still to be acquired. Kent County 
Council has lobbied for funding from central gov¬ 
ernment to help finance the new facility. 

But the news will come as a massive blow to vil¬ 
lagers living in and around the site who now fear

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Lorries cause 
us a stack of 
difficulties

OPERATION Stack is driv¬ 
ing a damaging hole into 
the town’s economic devel¬ 
opment, warns MP Damian 
Green. 

Speaking in the latest of a series of 
special online TV interviews for our 
free, broadband, sister site 
www.yourkenttv.co.uk, the MP says 
the chaos caused by the lorry backlog 
cannot go on. 

After almost two weeks of on-off 
disruption to the M20, towns folk 
have been left fuming at the disrup¬ 
tion to the local road network. 

He said: “Operation Stack is bad for 
the long term development of 
Ashford and Kent as whole. It is 
become known not only nationally 
but internationally as a problem. 

“It has been a nightmare for any¬ 
one who has got caught up in it as we 
all have done over the last few days. 
We need new lorry parking in Kent 
in general and particularly for 
Ashford when Operation Stack is 
on.” 

Mr Green says because of the prob¬ 
lems it causes and its growing repu¬ 
tation for grinding the area to a halt, 
it is proving hard to attract business 
and jobs to the area. 

The recent problems were caused 
by striking French ferry officers who 
walked out in an industrial dispute. 
And when that eased, the heavy rain 
and high winds earlier this week saw 
Stack return again. 

At its worst, both phase one and 
two of the operation were put in 
place meaning that the M20 was 
closed to coastbound traffic between 
junctions 8 and 12. Car traffic has 
been diverted onto the A20 causing 
havoc on the roads around the coun¬ 
ty as drivers have tried to find alter¬ 
native routes to Dover and the sur¬ 
rounding towns. 

And with a site south of the M20 
near Ashford, Kent County Council’s

preferred option for a lorry park, the 
MP welcomes its arrival. 

Mr Green said: “I would welcome it 
wherever it was as long as it was con¬ 
venient. It will be advantageous to 
Ashford to have more lorry parking 
spaces so we do not get the clogging 
of lorries that happens at the week¬ 
ends in areas like the Orbital Park 
that affects firms and residents.” 

Residents close to Orbital Park 
have campaigned to get the lorries 
out of the area because of the mess 
that lorry drivers create when 
parked up on the area’s roads. 

Chief Superintendent Alan Horton 
who oversees the operation said: 
“This may become a drawn-out affair 
- and the Easter holiday exodus is 
only two weeks away.”

their lives will be blighted every time 
Operation Stack swings into force. 

Michael Garrod of Sellindge parish 
council said: “Local people are not 
going to be happy about this. 

"People may say ‘it’s on your border 
so what have you got to worry about?’ 
but what about the extra light and 
the noise that is going to come with it? 

“For example, you may have a lot of 
refrigerated lorries parked on the 
site. That will create a lot of noise. 

“I know these things have to go 
somewhere but the impact on the 
area’s villages needs to be kept to a 
minimum.” 

The belief lorries will not be coming 
through the villages via junctions 10 
or 11 has taken some of the sting out 
of protests, but anger remains. 

Backing 

The site has been chosen because 
its visual impact is thought to be rel¬ 
atively low. It is also bordered by the 
M20 and the railway line. 

Mr Garrod said: “The rumours 
started last May that this could be 
the site of the new lorry park. This is 
something that has come up at pret¬ 
ty well every parish meeting we have 
had since then.” 

Both Smeeth and Sellindge parish 
councils have written to KCC stating 
their objections to the lorry park 
being located in their areas. They 
have also received backing from 
Braboume parish council. 

All the parties involved including 
the county council, Ashford council, 
the Highways Agency, police and fire 
services met yesterday to confirm the 
site as a viable option. 

But the urgency for a dedicated 
lorry park has been highlighted in 
recent weeks as Operation Stack was 
first drafted in as a result of industri¬ 
al action by SeaFrance ferry officers - 
and then again on Monday due to 
high winds and heavy rain. 

It is estimated that 11,000 lorries 
use Kent’s roads each day, which 
adds up to nearly four million each 
year. 

A movable barrier is being intro¬ 
duced in the short term to alleviate 
problems caused Operation Stack. 

The Highways Agency, which is 
responsible for the system has start¬ 
ed preliminary work which will allow 
an easier introduction of diversion 
routes on motorways. 

The system is due to be brought in 
this summer but a permanent lorry 
park has always been seen as the 
best solution to the problem.

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Healthy investment 
plan for new clinic

PLANS for a multi-million pound 
new medical centre creating 150 
jobs and boasting four operating 
theatres have been submitted to 
council chiefs. 

The £50 million, three-storey, 6,500-square- 
metre ‘centre of clinical excellence’ at the 
Eureka Business Park would also include 36 
in-patient bedrooms. 

In its application for outline planning permis¬ 
sion to Ashford council, Health Properties Ltd 
says it is hoping to build the facility that will 
also include: “Consulting rooms, generous wait¬ 
ing areas, an atrium winter garden with natu¬ 
ral light, post-operative recovery areas with 
views over landscaped grounds and rooms with 
guaranteed privacy and views overlooking a 
healing garden.” 

The clinic would employ 150 people employed 
on a full or part-time basis. 

The privately built and run building will 
treat NHS patients and it says it will meet the 
health needs of the local population by provid¬ 
ing additional capacity which the NHS can 
utilise to supplement existing facilities. It has 
been designed by Hopkins Architects who spe¬ 
cialise in public buildings. 

The clinic is seen as a possible landmark 
structure for the future of Ashford. 

In a design statement for the building it says: 
“The objective is to create a distinguished piece 
of public architecture. It will offer the best that 
medical technology has to offer patients while 
using natural light and integration with the 
surrounding landscape.” 

Access to the building will be by Nicholas 


Road and it will have 179 parking spaces. There 
will also be bus services to the site and a net¬ 
work of cycle paths. 

The application has received support from 
the Sandyhurst Lane Residents’ Association. 

It says: “The association strongly supports 
the application for the purpose-built modem 
health clinic in Ashford, particularly for day 
patients. 

“This will provide a vital service to an 
expanding Ashford community without the 


need for patients to await approval of treat¬ 
ment and transport to Canterbury, Dover 
Hythe, Folkestone or London hospitals.” 

However, the Highways Agency says more 
work needs to be done on the impact of junction 
nine of the M20 to traffic before building can go 
ahead. 

Rory Coonan from Health Properties Ltd 
said: “This building will be a £50m investment 
in Ashford. £25m will be spent on the building 
and the rest will be spent on the equipment.” 


Developers will 
have to pay up 

DEVELOPERS dodging or delaying 
vital payments towards community 
facilities are set to be clamped down on 
by council officials. 

The council has appointed an officer to 
report into the late payment of funds for 
what are called T06 agreements’. 

Under such agreements developers are 
obliged to pay local authorities money 
towards future facilities that will benefit 
the community. For example, 
Sainsbury’s have recently been asked to 
contribute money to a future cycle bridge 
over the M20 as part of the planning 
agreement to extend their store on the 
Warren Retail Park. 

The agreements are seen as especially 
important for Ashford which has been 
targeted for extensive growth in housing 
over the next 20 years. 

Cllr John Kemp, portfolio holder for 
planning and development, said: “This 
new system and the appointment of a 
dedicated officer will allow the borough 
council to monitor contributions more 
effectively and ensure developers are 
meeting their commitments on time.”

Cops hunt 
road rage 
man involved 
in collision 


Lorry driver who 
killed two on M20 
given jail sentence 


POLICE are hunting a motorist 
who flew into a raging frenzy after 
a road crunch - before punching 
and smashing another driver’s car. 

The incident occurred by the post 
office in Church Road, 
Willesborough on Saturday. 

It was sparked by what police 
describe as a ‘minor’ collision on the 
road at around 7.45pm that evening. 

The driver got out of what is 
believed to have been either a 
Peugeot 206 or 306 and threatened 
to assault the 25-year-old driver of 
the other car involved. 

The attacker opened the passen¬ 
ger door and then began to smash 
and punch the other driver’s car, 
smashing the wing mirror and 
causing £100 worth of damage. 

After his furious outburst he got 
back into his car and drove off into 
the night towards McDonalds and 
Boys Hall Road. 

Police say the man they are hunt¬ 
ing is described as white, aged 
approximately 25, 5ft 9in tall.

A FOREIGN lorry driver who killed 
two probation officers while “day¬ 
dreaming” at the wheel was locked 
up for three-and-a-half years 
this week. 

Dutchman Johnny Vos, 47, wept in 
the dock and apologised to his vic¬ 
tims’ family as he was sentenced for 
two counts of death by dangerous 
driving at Maidstone Crown Court. 

Victims Hazel Croucher, 48, of 
Dover, and Kerry Sharpe, 47, of 
Folkestone, had been dedicated to 
their work checking up on registered 
sex offenders around Kent. 

The pair died instantly when Vos 
crashed into their VW Golf on the 
M20 motorway near junction nine at 
Ashford in December 2006. 

Vos had denied the charges, but 
was convicted by a jury at the same 
court on Monday. 

He claimed he had been “day¬ 
dreaming” and was distracted when 
he ploughed into the back of the Golf, 
smashing it into another lorry carry-

ing seven horses. 

Judge Mr Justice Bean said the 
deaths had not stemmed from a 
momentary lapse of jugement, but a 
sustained period of 30 seconds inat¬ 
tention at the wheel. 

The judge also imposed a three- 
year driving ban on Vos. 

He said: “You ploughed into the 
back of their VW Golf and they were 
crushed to death under a horse box. 

‘You had half a minute to slow 
down, but you didn’t react until 
almost the last minute. You were 
avoidably distracted - if you had 
been concentrating you would have 
seen a sea of red brake lights. 

“At least part of the cause of your 
distraction was your personal com¬ 
puter. You later sought to conceal a 
memory card for it in your sock 
because you knew you had some¬ 
thing to hide.”

Since then the population has exploded and 
experts say it is not likely to decrease.

Village says no to 
plans for sludge site 
opposite busy cafe 


AN action group has been formed 
to fight plans for a massive waste 
recycling site. 

Villagers have launched the Sellindge Says 
No To Sludge campaign as a result of plans 
to build the site on land opposite the popular 
Airport Cafe on the A20. 

If given the green light it would mean 
potentially hundreds of lorries would be 
making the daily trip to the Otterpool 
Quarry site which would breakdown house¬ 
hold waste into a compost-like material. 

But villagers are furious large lorries - up 
to 300 a day - will be rumbling past their 
homes and the village school if planning 
permission for the project by private recy¬ 
cling firm Countryside Recycling Ltd, is 
granted. 

Julie Breen who, along with husband 
Patrick, run the Airport Cafe, said: “We are 
very upset about this. We have just invested 
in doing up the cafe and now we have the 
prospect of all these lorries coming in and out 
of the site directly opposite us. 

“In the summer people like to sit outside 
our cafe, you can imagine what that might 
mean for our custom.”

The villagers’ mood has been made worse 
after an oversight meant they were not ini¬ 
tially consulted about the proposal. 

Due to a mix up, Sellindge parish council 
had not been sent the plans despite being the 
closest village to the site. They now have 
been given an extension to raise any objec¬ 
tions to the recycling centre. 

Nearby Stanford and Lympne parishes 
have already raised objections to the site. 

Ronald Lello, who is co-ordinating the vil¬ 
lagers’ campaign, said: “They say they will 
encourage their drivers not to drive through 
the village and have them come off at junc¬ 
tion 11 of the M20, but what will happen 
when Operation Stack is in progress? 

“There are other more suitable sites closer 
to junction 11 which would suit the project 
better.” 

They are also concerned about the appear¬ 
ance of 40-ft silos being built at the site and 
large amounts of waste piling up before it is 
hand sorted to go into the tanks. 

Countrystyle Recycling failed to comment 
when contacted by Yourashford.

Heritage fund is answer 
to church's prayers 

ALL Saints Church in Boughton Aluph, is to 
receive a vital cash grant from English 
Heritage to help fund urgent repair work.

fen? doctor is clean 


PATIENTS and visitors have been 
urged to challenge doctors, nurses 
and other healthcare professionals 
if they think they have failed to 
wash their hands. 

As part of KOS Media’s campaign to pro¬ 
mote hand hygiene in hospitals, healthcare 
centres and at home and work, this week the 
award-winning publisher is asking - have you 
washed your hands? 

James Nash, a consultant microbiologist and 
director of infection control and prevention at 
East Kent Hospitals Trust, was asked if people 
should feel confident enough to challenge 
NHS workers about hand hygiene. 

“Definitely, they should do,” he said. “We 
encourage patients challenge staff, we have 
improved but we are good enough yet. 

“Hand washing is something that members 
of the public have a right to expect. 

“Some hospitals have been experimenting 
with a red card system, where a red card is 
given to a consultant if they come in without 
washing their hands.” 

Sara Mumford, director of infection control 
and prevention and lead microbiologist at 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust, 
agreed with Dr Nash. 

She said: “Absolutely and I think we should 
be challenging visitors as well. 

“It works both ways, if we are asking visitors 
to clean their hands when they come in if they 
see something they think is wrong they should 
tell someone in the department so it can be put 
right there and then.” 

Using the alcogel provided around hospi¬ 
tals and washing your hands regularly with 
liquid soap and water is one of the easiest 
and best ways to help the fight against poten¬ 
tially fatal healthcare acquired infections 
such as MRSA and Clostridium difficile. 

Dr Mumford was headhunted to work at the 
west Kent trust in the wake of the damning

Healthcare Commission report into two out¬ 
breaks of C diff at Maidstone, Kent and 
Sussex and Pembury hospitals. 

At least 90 patients died from the superbug 
during the outbreaks and the watchdog’s 
report was highly critical of management, 
infection control and hygiene at the trust. 

The trust has now reduced C diff cases by 40 
per cent and has developed an integrated care 
pathway for patients with the diarrhoea bug 
that is going to be used by the Department of 
Health’s C diff Improvement Team as an 
example of best practice. 

By the end of March the trust is on target to 
have cut MRSA cases by 50 per cent. 

In her previous role as a consultant in com¬ 
municable diseases at the Health Protection 
Agency in Kent, Dr Mumford visited the trust 
during its second outbreak in 2006. 

She said: “Infection control did not have a 
high profile them. When the outbreak began 
the infection control team was under-staffed. 

“It was not caught early enough and it got 
out of control before anyone recognised the 


size of the problem. Now, we’ve put in a huge 
number of strategies to address the problem.” 

The trust has invested £1 million on cleaning 
- with extra staff providing cleaning 24 horns 
a day and hourly toilet cleaning if there is an 
outbreak of for example Norovirus, she said. 

Commodes are cleaned after every use, she 
said, after the Healthcare Commission report¬ 
ed there was a shortage of nurses to clean and 
empty commodes. 

“We also restructured antibiotic regulating so 
that we avoid using broad spectrum antibiotics. 
We target antibiotics to a very narrow spectrum 
that deal with specific bacteria,” she said. 

Alcogel is available at the entrance to the 
trust’s hospitals, at the entries to wards and at 
the end of beds, and everyone is encouraged to 
wash their hands regularly, Dr Mumford said. 

An isolation ward for C diff patients is opening 
at the Kent and Sussex by the end of the month 
and the Cornwallis isolation ward opened at 
Maidstone Hospital at the end of November. 

She said the nurses had become specialists 
in dealing with the infection. 

Patients are given pro-biotic yoghurts, which 
some evidence suggests is beneficial for people 
with C diff, she added.

Uniform behaviour for the NHS and private sector 


NORMAN WILLIAMS from Broad- 
stairs contacted us after reading about 
the hand hygiene campaign. 

He was admitted to Kent and 
Canterbury Hospital last year. 

“I must say at the outset my treat¬ 
ment and the staff were both of great 
help to me and I was discharged after 
a week feeling a lot better. 

“However, and there is always a 
however, I noticed that although alco¬ 


hol hand washers were in all depart¬ 
ments, I rarely saw staff using them to 
any great extent,” said Mr Williams. 

He also raised concerns that nurses, 
kitchen staff and cleaners were leaving 
the hospital in their uniforms and com¬ 
ing back in wearing the same clothes. 

“Last week I attended a private hos¬ 
pital and a nurse told me she had 
been employed in the private sector 
for 22 years and had never worn her 


uniform to or from work. She said if 
she was seen doing this she would be 
dismissed instantly. Surely this could 
be enforced in the NHS?” 

An East Kent Hospitals Trust 
spokeswoman said a policy was plan¬ 
ned stating that staff must not wear 
uniforms home and would have to 
pick them up from the laundry at the 
start of a shift. She was unable to con¬ 
firm when it would be introduced.

Climate change has two key 
effects: putting more moisture in 
the atmosphere which helps to 
create more extreme weather 


| events; moving climatic condi¬ 
tions northwards leading to 
longer dry periods. 

Recent history in Kent reflects 
this: Kent has had a hurricane 
(1987), exceptional floods (2000) 
(2007-2008), some of the highest 
temperatures ever recorded in 
the UK (for example, 2003), and 
periods of drought (summer 
2003) (April 2007). 

These have caused enormous 
variations in the productivity of 
our critically important agricul¬ 
tural land. We are also at risk 
with regard to the effects of ris¬ 
ing sea levels on our coastline, 
especially during storm surges 
and at high tide in the Thames 
Estuary. 

KCC’s Transport Plan states: 
“Kent is acutely exposed to the 
likely impacts of climate change 
given its long coastline, large 
areas of low-lying land, relatively 
limited water resources and spe¬ 
cial landscapes and wildlife.” 

The Kent Transport Plan also 
emphasises the capacity of 
flooding to disrupt both rail and 
road networks. It says: “Energy- 
conservation and renewables 
need re-launching to the public 
by councils as progress in 
reducing greenhouse gas emis¬ 
sions has been negligible to 
date.”

WITH RADIO 1 airplay and a 
national tour in spring, Los Salva¬ 
dores are out to prove that 'weird’ 
works with their unique brand of 
fast multi-genre mayhem. 

The six-piece, who practise in a north Kent 
air-raid shelter, started out as a folk-punk 
band, but varying influences have moulded a 
sound built from a variety of disparate genres. 

Guitarist Marf said: “It’s now a bizarre 
amalgamation of genres forced together to 
form j agged-edged-sing-a-long-folk-rock-core.” 

Incorporating elements of ska, post-hardcore 
and dance, the band include mandolin, banjo 
and keyboards, as well as the more usual bass 
and guitar. 

Combined with aggressive beats and ex¬ 
treme dynamics, audiences are never quite 
sure what is going to happen next. 

Over the last month Los Salvadores’ debut 
album Attack Of The Clones has been 
reviewed in several national music magazines, 
getting four out of five in Big Cheese. 

And despite their unpredictable song con¬ 
struction, the band have become known for 
writing sing-a-long anthems, some of which 
have even been covered by other local acts like 
the Big Fish Community Band on the Isle of 
Sheppey. 

Marf explained that this accessible element 
has always been an important part of the 
band’s ethos. 

He said: “Every time I see someone I don’t 
know singing along to our songs at a gig, it 
means so much to me and is extremely hum¬ 
bling.” 

Earlier this year the band were noticed by 
Radio 1 punk DJ Mike Davies, who has since 


been playing tracks from Attack Of The Clones 
on his late-night Lockup show. 

Los Salvadores currently gig mainly around 
Kent and London, but with a tour taking them 
from Plymouth to Leeds booked in April, they 
are keen to spread the word farther afield. 

And there is more planned for the future, we 
are assured. 


Marf said: “We’ve booked into a great studio 
in Reading - the same one Enter Shikari used 
for their last album - for the beginning of 
August. 

“The plan is to get ourselves the best demo 
our wallets can afford and send it to every 
record label, radio station and journalist we 
can find. Nobody is safe.”

Playing a real 
scarlet woman

NEW Yorker Scarlett Johansson 
seems to have a thing about play¬ 
ing British royals at the moment. 

In The Other Boleyn Girl she plays Mary, 
Henry VHI’s mistress who is believed to have 
produced his son, but never made it to queen. 

That honour went to her sister Anne, played 
by Natalie Portman, who was later executed 
for her efforts. 

Then later this year she’ll pop up as the ill- 
fated heroine in Mary Queen Of Scots, who 
was bom a year after Mary Boleyn died in 
1543. 

“It’s kind of interesting because this takes 
place some time later but is the same blood¬ 
line, so I guess I’m playing a distant cousin of 
myself,” ponders Scarlett of her latest role. “It’s 
a little bit twisted.” 

The luminous Danish-American star admits 
she only got a smattering of British royal his¬ 
tory in her American education. 

“I remember learning ‘divorced, beheaded, 
died, divorced, beheaded, survived’, that’s 
what I learned about Henry VIII, but it was 
never fully explained,” she laughs. 

“Maybe because Natalie and I are both 
involved with this project it’ll entice the 
younger generation and spark their interest in 
the subject, because it’s a fascinating time in 
history.” 

The Other Boleyn Girl is written by Peter 
Morgan, of The Last King of Scotland fame, 
and based on Philippa Gregory’s best-selling 
fictional account of Henry’s sordid court - it is 
also the film debut of English television direc¬ 
tor Justin Chadwick. 

It was filmed at several historical houses 
and beauty spots across England, including 
Penshurst Place, Dover Castle and Knole 
House in Sevenoaks. 

The Boleyn girls were two sisters of noble

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birth who ended up rivals for the notorious 
Henry, with Anne making it to queen but los¬ 
ing her head - and Mary fading into content¬ 
ed anonymity with her commoner second hus¬ 
band. 

There’s debate as to who was older, but Mary 
was credited to be the prettier and Anne the 
more sophisticated. 

Mary famously caught Henry VUI’s eye first 
and her affair with him was a court scandal at 
the time. 

“I think Mary’s happy to be in the king’s 
favour all of a sudden. She gets swept away 
with the grandeur of it all. I tried to bring that 
out in my performance, that she was ambi¬ 
tious at the beginning,” says Scarlett. 

Pulling off a good English accent was a 
major hurdle, one she just about masters. “I’ve

spent a lot of time in London and having fam¬ 
ily there was helpful to me. But it’s definitely 
something you want to nail early so you don’t 
have to think about it when you’re working.” 

In her own life, Scarlett, 23, is rumoured to 
be getting engaged to current boyfriend, 31- 
year-old Canadian actor Ryan Reynolds. 

Adding another string to her bow she will 
release her debut album later this year, 
singing ten Tom Waits covers and an original 
song under the title Anywhere I Lay My Head.

Chancellor urged to 
scrap stamp duty 

THE New Homes Marketing Board is 
calling on the Government to scrap 
stamp duty for struggling first-time buy¬ 
ers in today’s Budget. 

David Pretty, chairman of the NHMB 
- established in 1982 to promote the 
benefits to the consumer of new homes - 
said: “I urge the Chancellor to get rid of 
stamp duty for first-time buyers. 

“It would be a welcome boost to hard- 
pressed youngsters and also to the wider 
housing market. 

“The current stamp duty regime now 
represents an unfair tax on young buy¬ 
ers who can least afford it. The current 
threshold starts at one per cent above 
£125,000 and rises to three per cent over 
£250,000. This may have been reason¬ 
able when it was introduced but has 
been savagely eroded in recent years by 
house price inflation. 

“Now it’s a huge extra financial bur¬ 
den on young buyers already stretched 
to the limit, adding at least £1,750 to a 
typical first home and over £7,500 in 
parts of London and the South East. 

“Increasing the threshold to £250,000 
for first-time buyers would take the vast 
majority of them out of this tax trap.” 

South East drawing

THE South East is the most popular des¬ 
tination for retirees in 2008, according to 
the latest research.

Inland property with good connections 
to towns and cities has become just as 
favourable as coastal areas.

David Bexon, managing director of 
SmartNewHomes.com, said: “Areas that 
have been typically popular among 
retirees such as Devon and Dorset are 
still ranked in the top 10 because of their 
seafront activities and surrounding coun¬ 
tryside with pretty villages. 

“However, compared with data last 
year which showed coastal destinations 
topped the wish list, it now shows that 
bustling towns and villages in the Home 
Counties are the most highly ranked.” 


COASTAL towns across the county 
are being hailed as the new hot-spots 
for property, according to experts.

Chatham, for example, will be easier to get 
to from the City of London than traditional 
prestige housing area Putney. 

One insider said: “There is certainly an 
attraction to many people in London of work¬ 
ing and socialising in the capital but having a 
home by the sea. 

“It used to require considerable investments 
as this would have meant obtaining a second 
property. But now the rail service means this 
is not the case. 

“A quick trip down high-speed train lines 
has got to be infinitely preferable to the same 
amount of time struggling through traffic, on 
to a tube, or taking a bus which travels at an 
average speed of 5mph.”

night’ or whatever they say at the opera house.

Unusually for current times though, the 
limelight has fallen on petrol options and espe¬ 
cially the turbocharged 1.4 T-Jet unit. 

Along with VW, Fiat sees a bright future for 
small capacity turbocharged petrol engines 
with lower consumption and emissions most of 
the time, while punching above their weight 
when extra pace is required. 

Our test car was the 1.4 T-Jet in high spec 
Dynamic trim with the higher output 150bhp 
unit - a 120bhp version is also offered. 

The engine mostly revs beautifully although 
the turbocharger can be jerky, making this car 
quite a flier, helped by a well-sorted chassis set 
up more for sporty handling in the best Italian 
tradition rather than a cosseting ride. 

Along with the Bravo’s looks, this bodes well 
for the eagerly-anticipated Abarth sporting 
flagship, due later in 2008.
